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Sir: 

The due date for responding to the Restriction Requirement mailed November 6, 
2003 is extended one month with a Petition for Extension of Time attached. 

Applicants hereby elect with traverse Group I, directed to claims 1-6 and 11-16. 
Applicants note that claims 8-20, presented in the Preliminary Amendment of December 
5, 2001 were inadvertently left out of the Restriction Requirement. Applicants request 
that claims 11-16 be examined on the merits along with claims 1-6 of the Restriction 
Requirement. 

In addition, applicants elect with traverse the species of Example 58 in Table 4, 
page 46 of the specification. Example 58 comprises 

isodecyl-0-(PO)i-(EO)io-H as the non-ionic surfactant (A) under part (a) of claim 
5, wherein PO is propylene oxide and EO is ethylene oxide; 
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n-tetradecyl-SOsNa as the ionic surfactant (C) under part (b) of claim 5 in a 100:1 

weight ratio (see page 31, the last line; page 34, line 7; page 35, line 2); and 

1,4-dihydro-9,10-dihydroxyanthracene and polysulfide (see the legend of Table 

4). 

Claims 5, 6, 15 and 16 read on the elected species. 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement and election of species 
requirement because there is no undue burden to examine all the claims and all the 
species covered by the claims.
